To  the  Lord  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
City  of  Stoke-on-Trent . 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year,  1951 . 

The  estimated  civil  population  at  the  middle  of  the  year  was 
272,600  a  decrease  of  3,200  compared  with  an  increase  of  1,300  for  the 
previous  year. 

The  preliminary  Report  on  the  Census  of  1951,  has  given  the 
population  for  Stoke-on-Trent  as  275,095. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  lower,  being  15-8  as  compared  with  17-0  the 
previous  year.  That  for  the  large  towns  was  17-3  compared  with  17-6 
last  year.  The  rate  is  now  almost  at  pre-war  level. 

The  Death  Rate  is  12*9  being  1-5  higher  than  last  year.  The  rate 
for  the  large  towns  was  13-4  or  IT  higher  than  in  1950. 

The  Infantile  Rate  was  33  compared  to  43  for  last  year  and  34  for 
1949. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  is  higher,  being  0-70  compared  with 
0-41  per  thousand  total  births.  There  were  3  deaths  compared  with  2 
in  1950. 

No  deaths  occurred  from  Scarlet  Fever  during  the  year  although 
413  cases  were  notified. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Diphtheria. 

4'he  need  for  immunisation  at  an  early  age  is  as  urgent  as  ever. 
Special  Clinics  are  being  held  each  week. 

There  were  twenty-six  confirmed  cases  of  Acute  Anterior 
Poliomvelitis  and  there  were  two  deaths. 
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The  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  119,  a  decrease  of  21 
from  1950.  It  is  very  pleasing  to  see  the  reduction  in  the  number  of 
deaths  from  this  disease,  and  it  is  hoped  that  more  early  cases  will  be 
brought  to  light  now  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  is  working. 


Cancer  deaths  show  a  decrease  on  last  year,  536  compared  with  568 
in  1950  and  533  in  1949.  The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  is  steadily 
increasing  in  the  Country  as  a  whole.  The  number  of  persons  liable 
to  cancer  is  steadily  increasing,  thus  the  number  of  cases  of  cancer  is 
likely  to  continue  to  rise. 


Influenza  caused  134  deaths  compared  with  27  in  1950,  the  highest 
for  some  years . 


Organic  Heart  Disease  caused  1,025  deaths,  a  decrease  of  45  from 
1950. 


Deaths  from  Diphtheria  have  been  practically  wiped  out  by  the 
introduction  of  Immunisation,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped,  that  parents  will 
continue  to  have  their  children  so  treated.  There  is  a  danger  of  those 
who  have  never  seen  the  disease  becoming  careless,  and  not  having 
this  very  wonderful  protection  against  the  disease  given  to  their  children . 


The  Mental  Health  Service  continues  to  expand,  and  the  opening 
of  the  adult  training  centre  is  a  real  landmark  in  the  progress  of  this 
work . 


The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  continues  to  fall,  and  at  33  is  the 
lowest  ever  recorded  for  the  City.  The  causes  are  still  to  be  found 
from  pre-natal  conditions. 


Food  Poisoning  cases  are  still  a  trouble,  and  many  could  be 
prevented  with  more  care  in  hygiene .  Lack  of  knowledge  should  no 
longer  be  an  excuse,  as  many  courses  and  lectures  are  now  provided  in 
the  City. 


The  increase  in  the  number  of  old  people  in  the  City  is  a  grave 
matter.  Lack  of  accommodation  is  a  serious  factor,  and  the  work  of 
the  Home  Nurses  and  Home  Helps  will  continue  to  increase. 


i'he  co-operation  with  officers  cf  the  Regional  Board  locally  is 
improving  all  the  time,  but  in  my  opinion,  until  we  have  a  Region  of 
cur  own  for  the  North  Staffordshire  area,  full  use  will  not  be  made  of 
all  the  services  that  can  be  provided. 


I  he  scheme  for  classifying  the  chronic  sick  is  working  smoothly, 
but  there  are  still  too  few  beds  for  such  cases,  especially  females. 
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I  would  once  again  like  to  thank  all  the  Staff  for  their  help  during 
the  year. 


Lastly,  the  assistance  of  the  Chairman  and  other  members  of  the 
Committee  contributes  much  to  the  betterment  of  the  services  as  a  whole.

AREA  AND  POPULATION 


The  City  is  21, 190  acres  in  area.  It  is  10  miles  long,  and  in  no  part 
more  than  5  miles  wide.  About  150  acres  are  covered  with  water. 

The  Registrar  General  gives  the  civilian  population  cf  the  City  as 
272,600  at  the  middle  of  1951 .  This  figure  is  a  decrease  of  3,200  on  the 
figure  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  for  the  previous  year. 

The  Registrar  General  in  his  Preliminary  Report  of  the  Census,  1951 
gave  the  population  figure  as  275,095.

The  distribution  of  the  population  over  the  whole  area  at  the  time 
of  the  1901  Census  averaged  18-6  persons  per  acre,  during  the  year  1911, 
21  0  persons  per  acre,  and  in  1921,  22*0  persons  per  acre.  The  number 
of  persons  per  acre  for  the  extended  City  in  1931  was  13-05. 

INHABITED  HOUSES 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  Census  of  1931  for  the  City 
wTas  58,687.  The  number  of  inhabited  dwellings  at  the  present  time  is 
estimated  at  75,803. 

During  the  year  1951,  1,278  dwellings  were  certified  for  habitation  ; 
in  addition  existing  premises  wTere  converted  to  provide  four  additional 
units  of  accommodation  ;  1,201  dwellings  wrere  built  by  the  Corporation, 
and  77  dwellings  were  built  by  private  owners,  and  the  conversions 
mentioned  wrere  carried  out  by  private  owners.

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RATEABLE  VALUE 


The  rateable  value  of  the  City  for  the  purposes  of  the  General  Rate 
at  1st  April,  1952  was  £1,395,243,  compared  with  £1,368,519  at  1st 
April,  1951 .

BIRTHS 

There  were  4,318  births  registered  and  allotted  to  the  City  in  1951, 
giving  a  birth  rate  of  15-8  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

When  the  Registrar  General’s  Comparability  Factor  for  births 
(0-96  for  Stoke-on-Trent)  is  applied  to  the  recorded  rate,  it  becomes 
15*2  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  rate  for  the  126  large  towns  of  England  and  Wales  was  17-3 
per  thousand  and  for  England  and  Wales  15*5. 

The  recorded  rate  is  T2  lower  than  in  1950. 

The  ratio  of  births  of  males  to  births  of  females  during  the  year  was 
1,053  to  1,000.  For  the  year  1950  the  ratio  was  1,077  males  to  1,000 
females . 

The  natural  increase  of  population,  that  is,  excess  of  births  over 
deaths  was  812.  The  previous  year  it  was  1,551,  a  difference  of  739 
lives,  the  number  of  births  registered  being  379  less  than  in  1950,  while 
the  number  of  deaths  was  360  more. 


ILLEGITIMATE  BIRTHS 

Of  the  total  births,  136,  or  3T5  per  cent.,  were  illegitimate, 
compared  with  207,  or  4-41  per  cent,  in  the  previous  year. 


STILL -BIRTHS 

Under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  all  still-births  must  be  notified 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  121  were  notified  during  the  year 
under  the  Act,  and  of  these,  2  7  were  attended  by  midwives,  10  by  medical 
practitioners  and  84  took  place  in  an  institution. 

The  number  registered  during  the  12  months  ending  31st  December, 
was  1 25 . 

Taking  the  number  of  still-births  that  occurred  in  1951  as  125,  it  is 
equal  to  2-81  per  cent,  of  the  total  births.  In  1950,  there  were  129  still¬ 
births,  equal  to  2-69  per  cent.

DEATHS 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  City  during  the  year  1951 
was  4, 117 .  This  gives  a  death  rate  of  15T  per  1 ,000  of  the  population. 
Of  the  total  deaths,  1,761  occurred  in  public  institutions  in  the  district. 
If  the  deaths  of  non-residents  which  occurred  in  the  district  be  excluded 
and  the  deaths  of  lesidents  which  occurred  beyond  the  district  be  included 
the  net  deaths  belonging  to  the  district  is  3,506  (1,842  males  and  1,664 
females),  and  the  death  rate  12-9  per  1,000. 


When  the  Registrar  General’s  Comparability  Factor  for  deaths 
( 1  *21  for  Stoke-on-Trent)  is  applied  to  the  recorded  rate  it  becomes  15-6 
per  1,000  of  the  population. 


The  death  rate  for  the  126  large  towns  of  England  and  Wales  was 
13*4  per  1,000  and  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales,  12-5. 


The  death  rate  of  12-9  per  1,000  was  T5  higher  than  that  of  1950. 


The  death  rate  for  the  126  large  towns  of  England  and  Wales  was 
hi  higher  in  1951  than  in  1950.

Pneumonia,  60  and  Pneumonia  and  Broncho  Pneumonia,  241 .  The 
number  of  deaths  was  : — Influenza,  134,  being  equal  to  a  rate  of  0-492  per 
1,000  of  the  population;  and  Pneumonia  and  Broncho  Pneumonia,  121 
being  equal  to  a  rate  of  0-444  per  1,000  of  the  population.

Over  the  country  as  a  whole,  outbreaks  of  Food  Poisoning  occur 
with  regrettable  frequency,  and  I  wish  to  emphasise  again,  the  need 
for  ‘'cold  storage”  of  food  after  preparation,  for  good  personal  hygiene 
amongst  food  handlers,  and  for  the  strict  attention  to  the  hygiene  of 
the  preparation  premises  and  delivery  vehicles. 

In  this  connection,  I  am  pleased  to  draw  attention  to  the  courses  in 
Food  Hygiene  which  are  being  run  by  the  North  Staffs.  Technical  College, 
and  which  I  hope  will  be  very  well  attended.  Employers  of  catering 
staffs  would  gain  much  from  personal  attendance  at  these  courses,  and 
by  actively  encouraging  in  every  way  their  employees  to  attend. 


Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough 

The  immunisation  of  children  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping 
Cough  is  carried  out  at  the  School  Clinics,  special  sessions  held  at  the 
Infant  Welfare  Centres,  each  Monday  afternoon  at  the  Richmond  Todge 
Welfare  Centre,  Shelton,  and  by  general  practitioners,  who  obtain  their 
supplies  of  Prophylactic  from  the  Public  Health  Department.

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  was  536,  a  decrease  of  32 
from  the  previous  year.  This  is  equal  to  a  death  rate  of  1*996  and  in 
England  and  Wales  the  rate  was  1  *962 . 

Tuberculosis 

No  persons  have  been  compulsorily  removed  to  Hospital  under 
either  the  Public  Health  Acts,  1925,  and  no  action  has  been  taken  under 
the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations.  1925,  with 
reference  to  Dairy  workers . 
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Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 

Two  hundred  and  eighty-one  cases  were  notified  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations. 

Out  of  the  119  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  the  year, 
33  had  not  been  notified,  a  percentage  of  27-7.  There  were  13  deaths 
from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  and  7  of  these  had  not  been  notified, 
a  percentage  of  61-5  which  is  much  too  high  a  figure  and  it  is  hoped  that 
it  will  be  considerably  reduced  by  more  careful  attention  to  notification. 

The  119  deaths  is  equal  to  a  death  rate  of  0-436  per  1,000;  in  1950 
there  were  140  deaths  and  a  death  rate  of  0-508  per  1,000.  In  England 
and  Wales,  in  1951,  the  death  rate  was  0-275  per  1,000  (Males  0-376, 
Females  0-181) . 

There  were  13  deaths  in  the  year  from  forms  of  tuberculosis  other 
than  Pulmonary,  equal  to  a  rate  of  0-047  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
In  1951,  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0-041  (Males  0-044,  Females 
0-037). 

The  total  death  rate  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  was  0-483  per 
1,000.  In  1951,  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0-316  per  1,000  of 
the  population. 


Other  Forms  of  Tuberculosis 

There  were  25  cases  notified  of  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  and 
13  deaths,  giving  a  rate  of  0-047  per  1,000  of  the  population.  Of  these 
deaths,  three  occurred  among  children  between  the  ages  of  one  year  and 
five  years.  There  were  5  deaths  from  Tubercular  Meningitis.

The  work  of  the  Tuberculosis  Department  is  now  carried  out  under 
the  Hospital  Management  Committee  from  the  Central  Dispensary 
at  Shelton,  which  provided  facilities  for  the  early  diagnosis,  treatment, 
and  supervision  of  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.

WRENBURY  HALL  COLONY 

The  Health  Committee  under  the  powers  granted  to  them  by  Section 
28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  agreed  to  be  responsible 
for  the  maintenance  of  certain  patients  suffering  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  who  were,  on  the  advice  of  the  Medical  Superintendent  of 
the  Cheshire  Joint  Sanatorium,  transferred  from  that  Sanatorium  to 
the  above  Colony. 

This  Colony  is  under  the  control  of  Cheshire  County  Council  and 
the  patients  accommodated  there  are  trained  in  various  suitable  types 
of  employment  with  the  object  of  rehabilitation,  or  eventual  colonisation, 
that  is,  becoming  permanent  residents  earning  their  own  living. 
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During  1951,  eight  of  these  patients  were  admitted  to  the  Colony, 
five  of  whom  were  discharged  during  the  year  for  various  reasons,  one 
was  colonised  and  two  were  still  being  maintained  there  by  this  Authority 
at  the  end  of  the  year.

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Administration 

I  he  Mental  Health  Service  of  the  city  is  administered  by  the  Mental 
Health  Sub-Committee  of  the  Health  Committee.  This  Sub-Committee 
consists  of  ten  elected  members  of  the  council  and  meets  bi-monthly 
to  consider  reports  on  cases,  the  running  of  the  occupation  centre  and 
other  business. 

Staffing 

The  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  in  charge  of  the  Mental 
Health  Services  under  the  control  and  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.  One  senior  duly  authorised  officer,  who  is  also  Petitioning 
Officer  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts,  and  three  duly  authorised 
officers  who  are  all  well  experienced. 
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Three  Mental  Health  Visitors  (full  time)  who  carry  out  investigation 
and  supervision  of  mental  deficiency  patients,  and  the  after-care  of 
cases  of  mental  illness.  The  part-time  services  of  a  Mental  Health 
Visitor  from  Stallington  Hall  Institution  are  used  in  connection  with 
the  supervision  of  patients,  and  the  obtaining  of  home  reports  for 
visiting  Justices. 

One  Occupation  Centre  Supervisor — Diploma  of  Associate  of  Music 
and  Art  Teaching. 

Four  Assistant  Supervisors. 

No  duties  are  delegated  to  voluntary  associations. 


Co  -ordination  with  Other  Bodies 

Co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Hospital  Management  Com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Consultant  Psychiatrists  and  our  Mental  Health  Visitors 
attend  at  psychiatric  out-patient  clinics  and  mental  Hospital  wards  and 
complete  home  investigation  and  social  history  reports  for  the 
Psychiatrists  with  a  view  to  better  prevention,  care  and  after-care  of 
cases  of  mental  illness.  The  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Marriage  Guidance  Council . 


Training  of  Staff 

New  staff  at  the  Occupation  Centre  are  trained  by  the  Supervisor 
and  this  has  been  found  successful.  Members  of  the  staff  are  also  sent 
on  courses  run  by  the  National  Association  for  Mental  Health.  It 
was  impossible  to  obtain  the  services  of  a  fully  qualified  psychiatric 
social  worker,  so  an  experienced  mental  health  visitor  on  our  staff  was 
seconded  for  one  year  to  attend  the  course  of  training  in  this  work  at 
Manchester  University. 


Work  Undertaken  in  the  Community 

The  provision  of  prevention,  care  and  after-care  services  under 
Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  has  continued  throughout 
the  year,  and  lectures  and  talks  on  various  aspects  of  the  service  have 
been  given  to  interested  bodies.  A  very  interesting  visit  was  paid  to 
Leeds  to  study  the  working  of  the  service  there. 


After  -care  Work 

The  mental  health  visitors  undertake  social  work  for  the  City 
General  Hospital  and  St.  Edward’s  Hospital  and  during  the  year, 
compiled  social  history  reports  on  out-patients  at  both  clinics  and  on 
in-patients.  Patients  have  readily  accepted  the  Visitors  and  con¬ 
siderable  assistance  has  been  given  in  rehabilitation,  in  finding  work 
for  them,  and  in  preventing  relapse.

MENTAL  DEFICIENCY 


Guardianship 

No  new  cases  have  been  placed  under  guardianship  this  year. 


Supervision 

Statutory  and  voluntary  supervision  has  been  regularly  maintained 
throughout  the  year,  and  considerable  time  has  been  devoted  to  special 
cases,  particularly  where  home  environment  is  unsuitable.  The 
majority  of  cases  notified  as  requiring  supervision  on  leaving  schools 
have  been  able  to  find  employment  without  difficulty,  but  some  find 
difficulty  in  settling  to  regular  work  and  change  their  jobs  frequently. 
The  Mental  Health  Visitors  have  excellent  relations  with  employers 
and  with  the  officials  of  the  employment  exchanges  and  the  contacts 
so  made  have  proved  very  valuable.  Of  the  employable  mental 
defectives,  practically  all  are  in  suitable  work. 


Fenton  Occupation  Centre 

During  1951,  the  work  of  the  centre  has  continued  at  a  satisfactorily 
high  level.  The  number  on  the  register  has  remained  at  46  patients 
of  ages  ranging  from  five  years  to  twenty-six  years.  They  receive 
daily  training  between  10.0  a.m.  and  3.30  p.m.  in  handwork,  physical 
training,  speech  therapy,  sense  training,  domestic  work,  clean  habits, 
etc.  This  centre  for  its  size  has  too  many  patients  and  the  Committee 
is  pursuing  its  efforts  to  obtain  another  centre  and  to  enlarge  this  one.  _ 
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The  annual  Harvest  Festival  Service  was  held  at  the  Centre  during 
October,  1951,  and  was  conducted  by  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Williams  of 
Newchapel.  The  patients  helped  to  decorate  the  room  in  which  the 
service  was  held,  and  sang  suitable  hymns  and  solos  on  this  occasion. 
The  gifts  were  afterwards  sent  to  a  local  hospital. 


A  Christmas  Partv  was  held  at  the  Fenton  Town  Hall  when  a 
concert  was  given  by  the  patients  for  the  benefit  of  the  guests .  Alderman 
Dr.  A.  P.  Spark  played  the  role  of  Father  Christmas  and  each  patient 
received  a  gift  off  the  Christmas  tree.  An  excellent  tea  was  also 
provided. 


At  the  annual  Open  Day,  work  done  by  the  patients  was  displayed. 
This  included  weaving,  knitting,  stool-seating,  candlewick,  embroidery 
and  rugs,  etc.  Various  displays  and  percussion  band  performances  were 
also  given. 


The  annual  Summer  Outing  took  the  form  of  a  visit  to  Rhyl  for 
all  patients.  This  took  place  in  July  and  the  staff  and  several  parents 
and  committee  members  accompanied  the  patients.  It  was  a  most 
enjoyable  day. 


The  report  submitted  by  the  inspector  from  the  Board  of  Control 
was  satisfactory. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  twenty  of 
our  patients  attend  the  Occupation  Centre,  Lower  Milehouse  Road, 
Newcastle-under-Lyme . 


Home  teaching  commenced  during  the  year  and  has  proved  very 
helpful  particularly  in  view  of  the  waiting  list  for  patients  to  be  admitted 
to  the  occupation  centre.  Twenty  patients  receive  instruction  on 
handicrafts  in  their  own  homes . 


Preparations  are  almost  complete  for  starting  a  separate  occupation 
or  training  centre  for  adult  mental  defectives  in  the  New  Year. 


A  meeting  was  held  early  in  the  year  in  the  Fenton  Occupation 
Centre,  attended  by  Alderman  Mrs.  B.  E.  Meakin,  Chairman  of  the 
Mental  Health  Sub-Committee  and  Alderman  Mrs.  A.  L.  Barker, 
Vice-Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee,  with  the  purpose  of  starting  a 
Parent -Teacher  Association.  About  thirty  parents  were  present  and 
after  explanations  were  given  as  to  the  reasons  for  such  an  association 
being  formed,  the  idea  was  accepted  and  the  association  inaugurated. 
Meetings  have  been  held  monthly  and  the  membership  has  increased 
rapidly.  We  feel  that  the  enthusiasm  shown  by  the  members  will  be 
most  helpful  and  that  the  patients,  the  parents  and  the  supervisory 
staff  will  all  benefit  considerably  from  the  association. 
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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 


Midwifery  Service 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  35  midwives  were  employed  by  the  local 
authority .  F ive  midwives  continue  in  independent  practice .  Including 
the  hospital  service,  94  midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practice 
in  the  City.  Municipal  midwives  attended  2,025  confinements,  in 
1,825  cases  as  a  midwife  and  in  200  cases  as  a  maternity  nurse.  The 
independent  midwives  attended  21  cases  as  a  midwife  and  26  as  a 
maternity  nurse. 

The  Supervisor  carried  out  144  routine  inspections  of  bags  and 
equipment . 

Gas  and  air  analgesia  is  maintained  by  the  Ambulance  Service 
and  was  used  in  952  patients  .  The  midwives  now  use  the  drug  Pethidine 
under  the  Rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board  and  gave  it  to  1,005 
mothers .

There  were  201  notifications  of  failure  to  breast  feed  during  the  year, 
and  seven  notifications  of  death  of  the  newborn  infant.  Claims  for 
payment  by  doctors  under  medical  aid  to  midwives  amounted  to 
£467  15s.  0d.,  a  figure  much  less  than  £1,081  3s.  6d.  the  previous 
year. 


Infant  Mortality 

The  total  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  was  144, 
giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  33  per  1,000  live  births  compared 
with  43  in  1950,  and  34  in  1949.  Ninty-six  infants  died  in  the  first 
month  giving  a  neonatal  death  rate  of  22-5.  There  were  77  deaths  in 
the  first  week  of  life,  19  due  to  prematurity,  47  to  congenital  defects 
including  atelectasis,  asphyxia,  erythroblastosis,  and  cerebral 
haemorrhage.  Forty  per  cent  of  all  infant  deaths  occurred  in  infants 
of  a  birth  weight  of  5j  lbs.  or  under.  Almost  thirty  per  cent  of  infant 
deaths  were  first  babies.

Children 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  out  of  the  ten  deaths  under  one  year  of 
age  occurring  amongst  illegitimate  children,  prematurity  was  mentioned 
as  the  case  or  as  a  contributory  cause  in  seven  of  the  deaths  compared 
with  thirty-seven  of  the  deaths  amongst  the  134  deaths  of  legitimate 
children.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  the  percentage  of  deaths  from 
Prematurity  is  amongst  illegitimate  children  70%,  compared  with 
27-7%  amongst  legitimate  children. 


Notification  of  Births  Act

Health  Visiting 

The  case  load  of  every  Health.  Visitor  is  becoming  increasingly 
heavier.  In  addition  to  her  work  with  the  mothers  and  children  under 
five,  the  Health.  Visitor  is  dealing  with  the  family  as  a  whole.  Much 
time  is  taken  up  now  with  visits  to  old  age  pensioners,  with  enquiries 
about  convalescent  homes  and  special  visits  to  other  members  of  the 
family.  With  the  establishment  of  a  Bureau  for  admission  to  hospital 
of  chronic  cases,  time  is  given  up  to  investigations  following  recom¬ 
mendation  by  doctors.

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DAY  NURSERIES 


There  are  six  Day  Nurseries  in  the  City  and  are  open  from  7.0  a.m. 
to  6.30  p.m.,  Saturdays  2.0  p.m.  They  are  always  full  and  there  is 
a  waiting  list.  Accommodation  provides  for  130  children  under  two 
years  and  139  children  between  two  and  five  years.  Student  Nursery 
Nurses  attend  a  training  centre  on  alternate  weeks.  The  day 
Nurseries  also  provide  training  for  students  in  nursery  schools  and 
classes.  These  girls  attend  a  Day  Nursery  for  ten  months  of  their 
training  period  and  are  trained  in  the  care  of  the  under  two  years  old. 
A  priority  system  for  admission  is  in  practice  and  the  duration  of  the  stay 
is  limited  to  six  months  unless  there  is  a  special  reason  for  a  longer 
period  in  the  Nursery.  The  period  of  stay  in  a  day  nursery  is  for  six 
months  and  is  then  reviewed.  During  the  year,  six  day  nursery  students 
obtained  the  Nursery  Nurses'  Diploma. 

The  nurseries  were  visited  during  the  year  by  H.M.  Inspector  of 
Schools  and  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  who  considered  that 
the  general  standaid  of  work  in  the  nurseries  was  high.

Sixty-three  of  them  were  first  births;  28  were  of  premature  birth 
weight,  giving  a  percentage  of  21%  compared  with  7-76%  for  all  live 
births.  There  were  5  still-births;  13  babies  were  adopted,  105  con¬ 
tinued  to  live  at  home  with  the  mother.  One  infant  was  admitted  to  a 
residential  nursery.  In  6  cases,  the  mother  married  the  putative  father. 

This  figure  of  illegitimate  births,  namely  2-9%  of  the  total  live 
births,  is  below  that  of  the  country. 

The  City  has  an  arrangement  with  the  Lichfield  Diocesan  Moral 
Welfare  Association  to  assist  girls  who  need  more  help  than  provided 
directly  by  the  Local  Authority ;  14  girls  were  dealt  with  by  the  Diocesan 
Welfare  Officer.  This  Officer  has  sent  the  following  report: — 

During  1951,  23  cases  have  been  dealt  with  and  in  addition,  12 
cases  in  which  births  occurred  prior  to  1951  have  been  referred  and 
suitable  arrangements  made  for  the  children.  In  addition,  a  certain 
amount  of  work  has  been  started  on  8  cases  where  confinements  were  due 
in  1952.  Also,  many  gills  who  had  been  helped  in  previous  years  have 
been  advised  in  various  ways. 
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Seven  mothers  remained  at  home  for  their  confinements ;  12  went 

to  hospital  and  4  were  placed  in  Diocesan  Homes  prior  to  the  births  of 
their  babies  and  remained  until  suitable  arrangements  were  made. 

Although  many  investigations  were  made  concerning  paternity 
with  a  view  to  getting  evidence  for  Affiliation  Orders,  only  one  Order 
was  granted  and  two  private  agreements  made. 

In  12  cases,  where  the  babies  remained  at  home  with  their  mothers, 
all  are  being  cared  for  satisfactorily  with  the  exception  of  one;  5  babies 
were  placed  for  adoption. 

In  connection  with  the  23  cases,  132  visits  have  been  paid.  A 
further  70  visits  were  paid  to  other  cases. 


DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 

The  demand  for  the  service  is  increasing  rapidly.  At  the  end  of 
the  year,  the  staff  consisted  of  one  Supervisor,  two  full-time  and  44 
part-time  Domestic  Helps.

The  part-time  service  is  a  more  satisfactory  and  economical  method 
of  working,  especially  with  the  large  number  of  old  age  pensioners.  The 
service  to  the  old  age  pensioners  is  on  an  average,  two  visits  of  three 
hours  per  week.  Most  of  the  service,  apart  from  confinements,  is  three 
hours  morning  or  afternoon. 


A  few  of  the  homes  of  the  old  people  have  been  very  neglected 
and  it  involves  the  loan  of  the  cleaning  equipment  from  the  Department 
and  a  supply  of  disinfectant. 


Men  and  women  receiving  benefit  from  the  National  Assistance 
Board  are  given  free  service.  For  all  other  cases,  an  assessment  is  made. 
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PREMATURE  BIRTHS 


An  accurate  record  is  kept  of  all  babies  of  premature  birth  weight, 
i.e.  weighing  54  lbs.  or  under. 

A  nurse  with  special  training  in  the  care  of  the  premature  baby 
visits  the  homes  and  keeps  the  baby  under  supervision  till  good  progress 
is  maintained.

Where  babies  are  healthy  but  under  weight  at  birth,  they  can  be 
reared  at  home .  The  house  may  be  poor,  but  if  strict  personal  hygiene 
can  be  carried  out  and  the  parents  co-operate  with  the  nurse  (in  almost 
all  cases  they  do),  the  results  are  very  satisfying  and  the  service  is 
economical.  Risk  of  infection  is  less  and  the  intimate  contact  of 
mother  and  baby  is  maintained.

Fifty-four  per  cent,  of  adult  patients  are  of  pensionable  age  and 
make  up  67%  of  the  visits.  In  the  numbers  for  women  only,  71%  of 
the  total  visits  were  to  patients  of  pensionable  age. 

The  Superintendent  of  Home  Nursing  arranges  for  the  loan  (without 
charge)  of  nursing  appliances  of  all  kinds. 


Convalescent  Treatment 

Under  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  the 
Local  Authority  may  provide  convalescent  treatment  for  suitable 
cases .  Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Heath  Memorial  Home  for  men 
at  Llanfairfechan,  and  the  Lady  Forester  Trust,  Llandudno,  for  men 
and  women  to  admit  cases  from  Stoke-on-Trent. 

During  the  year  64  cases  were  sent  to  the  Heath  Memorial  Home, 
and  56  cases  to  The  Lady  Forester  Home  and  one  case  was  sent  to  another 
Convalescent  Home.  The  full  cost  of  maintenance  is  borne  by  the 
Local  Authority,  though  subject  to  recovery  according  to  the  patients 
financial  circumstances  based  on  the  Association  of  Municipal  Corpora¬ 
tions  Scale.  This  service  has  been  very  much  appreciated  by  the 
people  concerned. 


Pemphigus  Neonatorum 

Fourteen  cases  of  Pemphigus  Neonatorum  were  notified  during  the 
year . 


Measles 

Measles  was  made  compulsorily  notifiable  in  the  latter  months  of 
1939,  and  during  1951,  there  were  2,848  cases  notified. 

There  was  1  death  during  1951,  compared  with  7  in  1950  and  1  in 
1949. 

The  death  rate  from  Measles  in  1951  was  0-0037  per  1,000  of  the 
population . 


Whooping  Cough 

There  were  four  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  during  the  year,  com¬ 
pared  with  0  in  1950. 

Leaflets  are  distributed  through  the  schools  when  necessary. 

This  disease  was  made  compulsorily  notifiable  in  the  later  months 
of  1939  and  during  1951,  there  were  624  cases  notified. 


AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

Vehicles 

On  the  5th  July,  1948,  at  the  inception  of  the  service  there  were 
ten  ambulances  and  one  sitting  case  car  available  for  immediate  use. 
Of  these,  eight  ambulances  and  the  car  were  taken  over  by  the  Local 
Health  Authority  from  a  number  of  hospitals  within  the  City  area  and 
two  ambulances  from  the  police. 

Most  of  the  vehicles,  due  to  age  and  service  already  given,  were 
found  to  be  in  a  poor  general  condition  mechanically,  and  had,  therefore, 
served  their  usefulness  and  needed  replacing,  particularly  in  view  of 
the  sudden  and  increased  demands  made  on  the  service  after  its  formation . 

A  number  of  these  vehicles  have  been  replaced  during  the  past 
three  years  and  numbers  implemented  by  the  acquisition  of  new  vehicles. 

During  this  year,  two  standard  type  ambulances,  two  sitting  case 
ambulances  and  one  sitting  case  car  have  been  obtained  and  put  into 
service.  At  the  31st  December,  the  vehicle  strength  was  eighteen 
ambulances  and  five  cars  for  sitting  cases. 

After  the  service  had  been  functioning  for  several  months  it  became 
apparent  that  the  type  of  case  which  had  to  be  catered  for  in  the  main 
was  the  sitting  case  patient  attending  hospital  out-patient  departments. 

In  order  to  provide  suitable  transport  for  this  type  of  case,  the 
two  sitting  case  ambulances  or  “dual-purpose”  vehicles,  were  purchased. 
These  vehicles  are  constructed  to  accommodate  eight  sitting  cases, 
but  are  so  designed  as  to  enable  their  use  as  ambulances  for  stretcher 
cases  should  the  need  arise. 

One  ambulance  is  set  aside  for  the  conveyance  of  infectious  cases. 
Calls  on  Service 

Calls  for  ambulance  service  transport  are  received  at  the  ambulance 
station  (Phone  No.  48551)  and  may  be  classified  under  three  headings  : — 

(a)  Immediate — emergency  and  urgent  calls. 

(b)  Non-urgent — as  soon  as  possible. 

(c)  Advanced  Bookings — where  a  definite  time  and  date  ahead  is 
given  for  the  case  to  be  dealt  with,  usually  patients  to  attend 
hospital  for  treatment. 
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These  advanced  bookings  are  accepted  in  order  to  enable  as  much 
work  as  possible  to  be  arranged  in  advance.  The  majority  are  received 
by  letter  from  the  local  hospitals  during  the  week-end  prior  to  the  week 
during  which  the  patients  have  to  attend  for  treatment . 

It  might  also  be  mentioned  that  all  advanced  booking  lists  are 
reviewed  by  the  hospitals  concerned  every  week,  when  the  names  of 
those  patients  whose  general  condition  has  improved,  and  it  is  considered 
they  are  able  to  travel  to  and  from  hospital  by  public  transport,  are 
deleted  from  the  lists. 


Requests  for  Transport 

Requests  made  for  transport  are  received  from  five  main  sources 
and  can  be  summarised  under  the  following  headings : — 

(a)  Hospitals — all  types  of  cases  :  admissions,  discharges,  transfers, 
"for  treatment”  and  "after  treatment”  cases. 

(b)  Doctors — mainly  patients  for  admission  and  others  attending 
for  treatment . 

(c)  Police — chiefly  emergency  calls,  street  accidents  and  street 
collapse  cases. 

(d)  General  Public — emergency  calls  only ;  street  accidents  and 
street  illnesses,  home  accidents,  recreational  accidents,  etc. 

(e)  Authorised  Officers — for  mental  illness  cases  for  admission  to 
hospital. 


Abuse  of  Service 

Reported  instances  of  abuse  of  the  service  are  very  few  and  can  be 
regarded  as  negligible  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  cases  carried.  Any 
doubtful  requests  made  for  transport,  or  occasional  misuses  of  the  service 
are  dealt  with  as  they  occur  and  appropriate  action  is  taken  in  order  to 
prevent  a  recurrence.  It  will  no  doubt  be  readily  understood  that  unless 
complaints  are  made  of  any  known  abuses,  no  action  can  be  taken  with 
the  persons  responsible  for  the  call. 


Long  Distance  Travel 

Patients  are  not  only  conveyed  over  long  distances  by  ambulance 
and  car,  but  arrangements  are  also  made  for  them  to  be  sent  by  rail, 
for  this  means  of  transportation  is  quite  frequently  adopted  for  long 
distance  journeys,  if  the  doctor  in  charge  of  the  case  agrees. 

'1'he  transporting  of  patients  by  rail  over  long  distances  can  be 
highly  recommended,  for  it  affords  greater  comfort  for  the  patient,  it  is 
speedier,  and  more  economical. 

During  this  year,  1951,  27  patients  were  removed  by  rail  to  such 
distant  places  as  London,  Torquay,  Bournemouth,  Weston-Super-Mare, 
Newcastle-on-Tyne  and  Glasgow,  as  compared  with  26  during  last  year, 
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Personnel 

Due  to  the  increased  demands  made  on  the  service,  four  additional 
driver/attendants  were  engaged  in  June  last.  The  operational  staff 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  52 . 

Qualifications 

It  is  of  course,  essential  that  all  drivers  should  possess  good  sound 
driving  ability  on  appointment  to  the  service  and  that  they  should 
also  be  conversant  with  vehicle  running  repair  work.  An  intimate 
knowledge  of  the  layout  of  the  district  and  the  whereabouts  of  all  streets, 
roads,  avenues,  etc.  is  acquired  during  their  early  weeks  with  the  service. 

It  is  a  condition  of  service  that  all  operational  staff  become  proficient 
in  administering  First  Aid,  and  should  any  newly  appointed  members 
to  the  service  not  be  in  possession  of  current  First  Aid  Awards,  training 
is  given  and  all  help  and  encouragement  afforded  to  enable  them  to 
become  fully  qualified  at  an  early  date. 

Communication  System 

The  communication  system  now  consists  of  four  main  line  telephones, 
one  direct  telephone  line  with  the  N.S.R.I.,  and  a  direct  emergency 
line  (999)  which  was  installed  and  brought  into  use  in  June. 

In  July,  1950  wireless  receiving/transmitting  sets  were  installed  on 
twelve  ambulances  and  four  sitting  case  cars.  On  the  introduction  of 
the  radio  telephone  system  the  method  of  redirecting  and  controlling 
of  vehicles  has  been  simplified  and  speeded-up  and  this  has  added 
greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  the  service . 

By  the  medium  of  this  radio  system  of  communication,  control 
room  staff  are  able  to  maintain  constant  supervision  and  control  of 
vehicles  working  on  the  district. 

Visits  to  Station 

Several  parties  of  girl  students  taking  pre-nursing  courses  at  local 
pre-nursing  training  centres  visited  the  ambulance  station  during  the 
year.  Such  visits  are  regarded  as  part  of  the  student’s  training  and  are 
incorporated  in  their  programme  of  visits  to  services  which  they  are 
most  likely  to  have  some  dealings  with  during  the  course  of  their  careers. 

The  programme  arranged  for  each  party  included  a  talk  on  the 
work  of  the  service ;  a  tour  of  the  station ;  inspection  of  ambulances ; 
the  use  of  resuscitation  apparatus  and  demonstration  of  the  application 
of  artificial  respiration. 

Analgesia  Outfits 

Gas  and  air  (analgesia)  outfits  are  stored  and  maintained  at  the 
Ambulance  Station  and  are  available  for  immediate  use  by  midwives. 
On  the  receipt  of  a  telephone  message  these  outfits  are  conveyed  to,  and 
collected  from  addresses  as  directed  by  the  midwives. 


981  Calls  were  received  during  1951,  for  Gas  and  Air  outfits,  com¬ 
pared  with  947  in  1950. 

Premature  baby  baskets,  hot  water  bottles  and  oxygen  therapy 
apparatus  (100%  02)  are  also  stored  at  the  station  and  may  be  obtained 
by  midwives  on  request.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  CITY 

Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  on 

Sanitation,  Housing  and  Overcrowding,  Control  of  Civil  Building, 
Smoke  Abatement,  Factories,  Shops  Acts,  Canal  Boats,  Disin¬ 
fection,  Disinfestation,  Rodent  Control,  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
Food  Sampling,  Meat  and  Food  Inspection 

With  regard  to  the  standard  of  maintenance  of  dwelling  houses,  it 
is  very  noticeable  that  there  is  a  marked  deterioration,  mainly  due  to 
the  increased  cost  of  repairs,  and  this  appears  to  be  general  throughout 
the  country. 


It  was  found  necessary  to  serve  over  2,000  Statutory  Notices 
requiring  repairs  to  houses,  and  in  92  cases  Court  Proceedings  were 
taken . 

The  Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951  came  into 
operation  on  the  1st  November  and  is  designed  to  secure  the  use  of  clean 
filling  materials  in  upholstered  articles  and  other  articles  which  are 
stuffed  or  lined,  and  other  purposes  connected  therewith ;  and  for  the 
registration  and  licensing  of  premises  to  which  the  Act  applies. 

New  Bye-laws  made  under  Section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1938  come  into  operation  in  August.  The  purpose  of  these  bye-laws 
is  to  secure  the  observance  of  sanitary  and  clean  conditions  and  practices 
in  connection  with  the  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  sold 
or  intended  for  sale  for  human  consumption,  and  in  connection  with  the 
sale  or  exposure  for  sale  in  the  open  air  of  food  intended  for  human 
consumption .

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Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  is  one  registered  Common  Lodging  House  in  the  City,  namely, 
the  Salvation  Army  Hostel  for  men  at  Stoke,  which  has  accommodation 
for  109  beds. 

The  premises  are  conducted  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  twenty 
inspections  were  made  during  the  year  and  no  contravention  was  found.

Privies 

No  further  progress  has  been  made  in  the  conversion  of  privies  still 
remaining  in  the  outlying  areas  of  Linehouses,  Packmoor,  Bemmersley, 
etc.  There  are  286  privies  in  these  areas  and  the  conversions  cannot  be 
proceeded  with  until  satisfactory  sewerage  arrangements  have  been 
provided. 

The  amount  of  loans,  representing  the  Corporation’s  contributions, 
approved  for  this  scheme  was  £14, 100  and  the  total  cost  of  the  scheme  so 
far  carried  out  amounts  to  £24,439  7s.  lOd.  Approximate  cost  to  the 
Corporation,  £11,741,  leaving  a  balance  outstanding  on  loan  of  £2,359. 
Total  number  of  conversions  completed,  778;  average  cost  of  £32. 


Waste  Water  Closets 

A  scheme  for  the  conversion  of  waste  water  closets  was  approved  by 
the  Minister  of  Health  in  September,  1950  and  as  a  first  phase  in  the 
general  scheme,  approval  to  borrow  £10,000  was  agreed  to. 

This  first  phase  was  completed  about  the  middle  of  1951  and  670 
conversions  were  carried  out  at  a  total  cost  of  £23,595*.  The  Cor¬ 
poration  s  contribution  was  £9,991  and  the  average  cost  per  conversion 
was  £35. 

In  May,  1951,  application  for  consent  to  borrow  a  further  £10,000 
was  approved  and  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  391  conversions  were  com¬ 
pleted  at  a  total  cost  of  £14,744.  I  he  Corporation’s  contribution  being 
£6,204.  The  average  cost  per  conversion  was  £37  14s.  Od.

Housing  Repair  and  Demolition,  etc. 

Housing  repairs  were  dealt  with  through,  the  medium  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  and  only  in  special  cases  was  action  taken  under  the 
Housing  Act,  1936.  Provisions  dealing  with  the  demolition  and  closing 
of  dwelling-houses  were  only  used  where  properties  had  become 
dangerous  to  the  occupants,  or  were  in  such  a  state  as  to  be  totally  unfit 
for  human  habitation. 

During  the  year,  14  Demolition  Orders  and  1  Closing  Order  were 
made  in  respect  of  individual  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  9 
undertakings  accepted  in  lieu  of  Demolition  Orders  ;  24  Certificates  under 
the  Rent  Restrictions  Acts  were  issued. 

Some  further  progress  has  been  made  in  the  re -housing  of  families 
from  confirmed  Clearance  Areas,  59  families  were  re-housed  during 
the  year  and  there  are  still  178  families  waiting  to  be  re-housed  from 
Clearance  Areas;  18  houses  have  been  demolished  and  the  sites  cleared. 

In  addition,  110  families  have  been  re -housed  by  the  Corporation  to 
abate  statutory  overcrowding.

Atmospheric  Pollution 

Abatement  of  Smoke,  Grit,  Fumes,  Noise,  etc. 

Some  further  progress  has  been  made  with  the  installation  of  electric 
and  gas  bred  pottery  ovens  and  kilns  to  replace  those  of  the  intermittent 
coal  bred  type.  There  are  about  300  electric  and  gas  bred  kilns  in  the 
City,  comprising  100  electric,  and  about  200  gas  bred,  in  addition,  there 
are  5  tunnel  ovens  bred  with  fuel  oil. 

At  least  2,000  intermittent  pottery  ovens  and  kilns  were  in  use 
twenty  years  or  so  ago,  and  it  is  estimated  that  this  number  has  been 
reduced  by  half,  thus  cutting  out  the  burning  of  about  500,000  tons  of 
raw  coal  per  year,  with  a  consequent  reduction  of  smoke. 

During  the  year  two  large  hrms  have  replaced  their  old  fashioned 
boiler  plant  by  boilers  of  the  very  latest  type  which  are  practically 
smokeless . 

A  number  of  observations  have  been  carried  out  of  the  smoke 
emissions  from  the  heavy  clay  industries,  i.e.  roofing  tiles  and  floor 
quarries.  Improvements  have  been  carried  out  in  some  cases  by  re¬ 
building  the  bee-hive  ovens  and  incorporating  improved  flue  systems. 

The  colliery  spoil  banks  in  the  City  have  been  kept  under  close 
observation  and  immediate  action  has  been  taken  where  necessary  to 
prevent  nuisance  arising  from  burning  spoil  heaps. 

Complaints  of  industrial  nuisances  continue  rather  to  be  on  the 
increase  and  this  no  doubt  can  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  residents 
in  the  close  proximity  of  industry  are  far  more  conscious  of  industrial 
nuisances  such  as  the  emission  of  grit,  dust  fumes,  smoke,  noise  and 
vibration.  In  relation  to  these  complaints  and  including  other  routine 
surveys,  1,182  observations  were  taken  and  492  inspections  of  plant 
were  carried  out  during  the  year.

Canal  Boat  Inspections 

During  the  year  35  Canal  Boats  have  been  inspected,  the  accom¬ 
modation  provided  was  for  105  persons,  being  an  average  of  3*0  persons 
per  boat . 

The  number  in  occupation  was  88  persons,  being  24  males,  22 
females,  and  42  children,  or  an  average  of  2-51  per  boat;  representing 
27-3%  males;  25-0%  females;  47-7%  children.

RAG  FLOCK  ACT,  1911 

RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951 

No  samples  were  taken  under  the  above  Acts  during  the  year. 

1  he  Rag  block  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951,  came  into 
operation  on  the  1st  November,  1951,  and  is  designed  to  secure  the  use 
of  clean  filling  materials  in  upholstered  articles  and  other  articles 
which  are  stuffed  or  lined,  and  other  purposes  connected  therewith,  and 
for  the  registration  and  licensing  of  premises  to  which  the  Act  applies. 


Regulations  made  under  the  Act  fix  standards  of  cleanliness  for 
various  filling  materials,  and  lay  down  the  procedure  to  be  followed  and 
the  taking  and  treatment  of  samples  for  analysis.

The  Agricultural  Analyst  reported  that  the  amount  of  nitrogen 
found  in  the  sample  of  Nitrate  of  Soda  was  1%  more  than  the  amount 
stated  in  the  statutory  statement  and  that  this  difference  exceeded  the 
limits  of  variation,  but  that  this  excess  was  not  to  the  prejudice  of  the 
purchaser. 

In  the  case  of  the  National  Growmore  Fertilizer,  the  Agricultural 
Analyst  reported  that  the  amount  of  soluble  phosphoric  acid  found  was 
3-1%  less  than  the  amount  stated,  and  that  this  difference  exceeded  the 
limits  of  variation.  The  local  retailer  took  up  the  matter  with  the 
packer  and  all  stocks  have  been  returned  to  the  packer.  Details  of  this 
report  were  forwarded  to  the  Inspector  of  the  area  in  which  the  premises 
of  the  packer  were  situated,  who  stated  he  would  give  the  matter 
attention . 

The  sample  of  Balancer  Meal  was  a  formal  one  the  analysis  showing 
the  amount  of  oil  found  to  be  0-5%  less  than  the  amount  stated ;  that  the 
amount  of  fibre  was  1*7%  less  than  the  amount  stated,  and  that  these 
differences  exceeded  the  limits  of  variation.  The  retailer  was  notified 
and  took  up  the  matter  with  the  manufacturers.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  of  the  City  is  provided  by  the  Staffordshire 
Potteries  Water  Board,  and  is  mainly  obtained  from  the  wells  and 
boreholes  sunk  in  the  New  Red  Sandstone  rocks.  A  small  quantity 
is  obtained  from  springs  issuing  from  the  Millstone  Grit. 

The  supply  is  a  constant  one,  and  practically  all  the  houses  within 
the  City  have  a  piped  supply  for  domestic  purposes.  Only  a  few  persons 
draw  water  from  standpipes.  Water  is  supplied  also  for  the  trade 
purposes  of  the  district. 

The  water  is  not  plumbo  solvent  .  Chloramine  treatment  is  applied 
to  the  whole  of  the  water  supply. 


During  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1951,  the  Board  submitted 
374  samples  of  water  as  supplied  to  the  district  and  they  were  reported  on 
as  being  "very  satisfactory,  clear  and  bright  in  appearance  and  of  the 
highest  standard  of  bacterial  purity  indicative  of  pure  and  wholesome 
water  suitable  for  the  purpose  of  public  supply.”  Of  the  total  number 
of  samples  taken,  100  per  cent,  gave  negative  results  when  tested  for 
Bacteria  Coli  and  the  97  per  cent,  gave  negative  results  from  the 
Clostridia  Welchi  Reaction. 

The  total  rainfall  during  the  year  was  41-39  inches,  this  being  very 
considerably  above  the  average.  The  use  of  water  continues  to  increase, 
some  of  this  no  doubt  is  legitimate  due  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
new  houses  being  built  and  increased  industrial  use,  but  there  is  every 
reason  to  think  that  some  of  the  increase  is  due  to  waste  from  pipes  and 
fittings,  repairs  to  which  have  been  neglected  during  the  war  years. 
The  margin  between  the  water  available  from  all  the  sources  and  the 
consumption  is  still  too  small  for  safety. 

The  Water  Board  during  the  year  proceeded  with  the  construction 
of  the  new  source  of  supply  in  Cheshire,  and  good  progress  was  made  in 
spite  of  difficulties  in  obtaining  materials.  The  laying  of  the  large 
trunk  main  was  completed;  the  Bignall  Hill  Reservoir  and  the  sinking 
of  the  permanent  boreholes  included  in  stages  1  and  2  of  the  Scheme  were 
completed.  Good  progress  was  made  on  the  Coopers  Green  Reservoir, 
which  is  hoped  to  be  completed  in  1952.  Nos.  2  and  3  boreholes  at 
Peckforton  were  tested  and  the  No.  1  borehole  was  re-tested  towards  the 
end  of  the  year. 
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
